Nasser’s latest 
edict appears merely to 
broaden and modernize an- 
cient Al Azhar's curriculum 
by adding five new “practi- 
cal” schoois (engineering, in- 
dustry, agriculture. medicine 
and administration) to the 
three traditional religious 
schools or “faculties” (Isla- 
mic studies, Islamic recitals 
and Isiamic guidance).

| The second move in Nas- 
sers campaign to cut the 
Moslem religious forces down 
to docile size came early in 
1958 with the publication of 
‘the “Provisional” constitu- 
tion of the new United Arab 
Republic following the hasty 
Egyptian-Syrian merger. 

This constitution — unlike 
the first post-revolution 
Egyptian Constitution of 1956 
— made no mention of the 
UAR being “an Islamic 
state,"though roughly 90 pe.
